Mixed in His Dates.

Chief Fatal Defect. 

But the fatal defect in Mr. Grottey's story 
is the testimony of George B. Schinsky. 
Mr. Schinsky is a prominent business-man 
of New York, a man of unquestioned repu- 
tation and first-class standing. He is deep, 
ly chagrined at being dragged into the case 
and denies in toto every allegation made 
by Grottey except that he met a woman 
on Broadway that day with Grottey. 

This woman, he says, was not over 22 
years of age, well dressed, buxom, and hand- 
some.

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CITY SHOP SHUT UP. 


Step Taken by Superintendent 
of Telegraph Ellicott. 


WORK IN PRIVATE HANDS 


Criticism Met with Claims of 
Eeonomy in Repairs. 


FAVORS WESTERN ELECTRIC 


E. B. Ellicott, Superintendent of City Tele- 
graph, has closed the city electrical repair 
shops. The Western Electric company has 
in consequence been doing considerable city 
work, and there are some who criticise Mr. 
Ellicott for throwing business to a concern 
for which he once worked. In his ewn de- 
fense, the latter gives figures to prove that 
he is governed solely by motives of economy. 
He also says Mayor Harrison is fully cog- 
nizant of his efforts in the line of saving. 

It will be remembered that as the result 
of a crusade against John P. Barrett, led, so 
the assertion has repeatedly been made, by 
the Western Electric company, he resigned 
as City Electrician, and Mr. Ellicott became 
his successor. There are those who now 
throw out intimations that the closing of the 
city institution, which gave employment to 
twenty-five men or so, is one result of the 
plans that led to the change in the head 
of the Electrical department. 

Mr. Ellicott formerly was connected with 
the Western Electric company. Through its 
efforts, it is alleged, he was elevated to a 
fat office in the City Hall. 


Work for Western Electric. 


He has discovered wherein the city can 
save money and at the same time, mei- 
dentally, of course, give the Western Elec- 
tric concern an opportunity to get business 
it never had been able to secure previously. 

But Mr. Ellicott has not carried his plans 
to the success said to have been hoped. 
That is probably one reason why, according 
to his own statement, a permanent contract 
for the repair work has not, as yet, been 
awarded. 

There were three electricians in the chop 
at Lincoln street and Chicago avenue that 
belonged to the Fire department and looked 
after repairs of the fire alarm system. When 
the order to close this shop came Chief 
Swenie entered an opjection against any 
interference with or encroachment upon his 
domain, and said the three Fire department 
men ehould not be molested. 

On the proposition, however, that they 
were doing a great deal of work for the patrol 
alarm bureau and getting no credit, the 
Chief declared he was perfectly willing to 
have them taken away from the now idle 
shop and sent to the Fire department’s re- 
pair shop in Sebor street.

CALL ANDREWS A FORGER 


THREE INDICTMENTS OVER oNCE 
TRUSTED OFFICIALS HEAD. 


Against the Former Treasurer of 


C. F. Kimball & Oo.~Method be- 
scribed as the Use of Names on 


Notes Without Authority—Leading 
Liverymen Repudiate the Paper.

James K. Andrews, former treasurer for 
C. P. Kimball & Co,, carriage manufactur- 
ers, is under indictment in the Criminal 
Court on three charges of forgery. His 
prosecutors are the officials of the Union 
Trust company, 183 Dearborn street. 
Stephen W. Rawson, President of the bank, 
says that Andrews illegally secured $6,000 
from that institution. Mr. Andrews has left 
the city and is supposed to be with his 
brother at Baston, Pa. 

James K. Andrews was for fifteen years 
connected with the Kimball company. For 
the last five years he has acted as treasurer 
of the company. He had entire charge of 
the finances of the company and in him was 
reposed the utmost confidence, The charges 
of shortage came as a profound surprise and 
shock not only to the members of the firm 
but to the many friends of the accused man 
The family home is at 3046 Lake avenue. 

Habits Thought Exemplary. 

Andrews, it is said, was the last person 
to be suspected of financial irregularity. He 
was a man of exceedingly temperate habits 
and conservative business training. He was 
not known to have any leanings toward 
speculation. Now, it is said, his troubles 
resulted from attempting to“ live too high.“ 

Some time ago the Union Trust Bank 
noticed conditions suggesting something 
wrong in the accounts of Andrews. As 
treasurer of the Kimball company he had 
charge of drawing all checks and the prepa- 
ration of time notes. It is charged that the 
“time note scheme for raising money was 
adopted. 

The plan, it is asserted, was to draw up a 
note, using the name of some prominent 
liveryman who was supposed to have bought 
goods from the Kimball-company. These 
notes, varying from $600 to $1,000 each, were 
payable in 90 and 120 days. 

Andrews presented the notes at the bank, 


out question. In time the notes were protest- 
ed. The liverymen declared their names 
had been forged to the notes. Then came 
the discovery. 


Complaint to the Grand Jury. 

Fred L. Wilk, Vice President of the Union 
Trust company, was the chief complaining 
witness against Andrews before the grand 
tury. He exhibited three notes, which he 
said were forged, 

The names signed were John Huber, for 
$900; J. O. Sullivan, for $866; and James 
Martin, $800. All of these men are in the 
livery business. Indictments were prompt- 
ly returned, one for each offense. 

It is generaliy reported that the total 
shortage of Andrews is much greater than 
any of these figures represent. Some guess- 
es have placed it at $40,000. 


2 Andrews has fully e us,“ said 
Stephen W. Rawson, President of the Union 
Trust company. His forgeries did not ex- 
tend over a long time, as far as our bank 
was concerned. I do not remember the 
exact number of worthless notes which he 
presented at the bank, but the total sum 
secured was not in excess of $6,000. 

“TI understand that this was not the ex- 
tent of his peculations, as I have heard it 
stated that there was also some trouble 
with the Kimball company on other lines. 

No Desire to Prosecute. 

“T have no desire to prosecute Andrews. 
He seems to have been an excellent man in 
many ways, but was simply overcome by the 
desire to live beyond his means and in this 
way got himself into trouble.“ 

Charles F. Kimball, President of the car- 
riage company, is absent in the East. 

Louis E. Burr, Secretary of the company, 
said: It is true Andrews is no longer with 
the company and that he is under indict- 
ment. Beyond that I do not care to say any- 


thing.“

London, Aug. 9.—The Standard, comment- 
ing on the assassination of Prime Minister 
Canovas, says that foreign powers and the 
revolted Spanish colonists will probably re- 
gard the murder as evidence of much wider 
and more general hoatility to the consti- 
tution and government than really exists. 
They will see in the assassination proof that 
Spain is the prey of internal dissensions, 
and therefore less to be feared in such a con- 
flict as she has been engaged in. It will be 
for Spain herself to rebut the assumption 
by acting with promptitude and vigor 
against the murderer and his allies. 

The Morumg Post regards the loss of

Canovas was responsible for all of Spain's 
cruelties, and the news of his death was no 
doubt well received in Cuba, the Philippine 
Islands, in Puerto Rico, in all Spanish do- 
minions, and in Spain itself. 

“ His arrogance and cruelty became un- 
bearable. He was responsible for it all, and 
some one came along and said: ‘ I'll just cut 
off the head of all this cruelty.’ Every lib- 
erty-loving man ought to hear with joy that 
this man is dead, and not only Anarchists. 
Secretary of State Sherman, according to a 
dispatch, seems as far as ke can-to be glad 
that Canovas is dead. He says, of course, 
he didn’t approve of it, but adds that it 
wasn't to be wondered at that such things 
occur, 

Canovas stood for middle age barbarity. 
The alleged conspirators of the Barcelona 
theater plot were tortured as were the vic- 
tims of the Inquisition of old. I've no doubt 
that iniquity had something to do with 
Canovas’ death. It has been proved that 
most of the men who were found guilty were 
innocent. The police themselves were re- 
sponsible. It has not yet been learned who 
threw the bomb at the Haymarket, but cer- 
tainly it wasn't an Anarchist. 

„ don’t think that Canovas’ death will be 
followed by that of others. You see, tyrants 
like Canovas are rare. He just played to 
the end his part. If Spain gets another like 
Canovas it may remain a monarchy. I'm 
afraid his successor will be too timid to 
take the risks of a policy like Canovas'.“ 


FEELING OF HORROR II ITALY.

At San Sebastian the Queen Regent is in 
constant consultation with her advisers. 
Whether with the death of the Premier the 
Canovas ministry must fall is still a careful- 
ly guarded state secret. 

Rumor has it that only during the official 
nine days of mourning will Don Marcelo de 
Azarraga remain at the head of the Cabinet, 
To this rumor adds that his retirement will 
be followed by a new ministry. For the 
head of this the name of Sefior Pidal, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies, is sug- 
gested. This, however, is looked upon as 
only another temporary arrangement. 


Sagasta the Man of the Hour. 

Many signs point to Sagasta as the man of 
the hour. But he will not be called to the 
Premiership if the Queen Regent can find 
any other solution of the serious problem 
that she is now facing. 

The return of Sagasta would mean the al- 
most certain loss of Cuba. Weyler would 
be forced to give way to Martinez Campos, 
and this encouragement to the inaurgents 
would bring the end of the war close at 
hand, 

Sagasta is waiting. He has placed himself 
at the disposal of the government, and has 
decided to put off his contemplated visit to 
this city. Gefior Silvela, the dissident Con- 
servative leader, has also tendered his ser- 
vices to the government. Already the Re- 
_publicans are at work. Hasty consultations 
of their leaders have been held all day, and 
these men express great confidence that the 
time to turn Spain from esc fram 4 has ar- 
rived. 


Carlists on the Alert, 

The Carlists, too, are busily engaged in 
making all possible preparations for the suc- 
| cess of their movement. 

The Queen Regent has decided to remain 
at San Sebastian, and in her stead send a 
representative to the funeral of Canovas, 
By some this is attributed to fear of another 
attempt at murder by the Anarchists, but by 
more it is regarded as highly significant, 
meaning that every possible precaution is to 
be taken against giving the opposing parties 
a chance to seize the reins of government. 

Police activity is remarkable. Every man 
is on guard, and the Chief of the secret 
police, who was at Santa Agueda, has been 
removed. It is said that his bureau had in- 
formation that the Anarchists had decided 
to remove Canovas first and then kill Sa- 
gasta before the nionth is out. 


REPUBLICANS ARE ON THE ALERT. 


Spanish Government Greatiy Per- 
turbed Over the Silent Activity 
of the Anti-Monarchists.

As I yesterday indicated, there is almost 
a consensus of opinion in the entire British 
and continental press that the death of 
Canovas means the eventual loss of Cuba to 
Spain. The Cubans here now only fear 
soine of the great powers, possihly Ger- 
many, may come to the assistance of the 
Madrid government. This, however, is very 
unlikely, and there will soon be, I believe, a 
great opportunity for American diplomacy 
to effect a brilliant coup. Premature action 
would be fatal, but everything is turning to 
the advantage of the Cuban cause. 


RENEWED WARFARE ON ANARCHY. 


European Press Comment All Points 
to a Fierce Assault on the So- 
eialistic Propaganda, 


London, Aug. 9.—Foreign comment upon 
the assassination is less occupied with the 
political than with the Anarchist aspects of 
the case. The press of all countries gives 
vent to the strongest denunciation of the 
crime and advocates stern measures against 
Anarchists. Some of the French Socialist 
newspapers indulge in a rather heartless 
vein. For instance, La Petite Republique 
says: 

He who strikes shall himself be struck. 
The history of the Canovas Ministry is writ- 
ten in blood, He revived antique barbarism 
so deserved his fate.“ 

This, however, is exceptionally cynical, 
All the respectable journals express sym- 
pathy. The Temps and the Journal des De- 
bats think that the murder will have but 
little effect on politics, as from considera- 
tions of respect for the deceased, if for no 
other reasons, the Queen Regent is not likely 
to call the Liberals to power. La Patrie de- 
clares that all the plots of such murders 
have been arranged in London, and suggests 
that the powers should combine to watch the 
country that protects the criminals. 

Without going as far as this many German 
and other papers advocate combined Eu- 
ropean action to suppress anarchism. The 
Berliner Tageblatt asserts that Golli was 
chosen by ballot for the deed by the London 
Central Anarchist society. 

The Vienna papers take a pessimistic view 
as to the effects of the crime on Spanish 
politics. 

The Italian press heaps execration upon 
the miscreant who has put to shame and 
disgrace the Italian name and nation. This 
indignation is all the greater because of the 
sympathy entertained in Italy for the sister 
nation, as Spain is always called. 

The Spanish Ambassador to France, the 
Duke de Mandas, in the course of an inter- 
view today, spoke in terms of the highest 
prise of the wonderful resources of General 
Azcarraga for organization, adding: He 
has only friends in both parties.“ 

The Dally News comments editorially this 
morning on the “ Official fatuity of allowing 
a notorious Anarchist to travel with 
Canovas.“ It adds: 

„All talk about the independence of Cuba 
or about a Spanish republic is obviously be- 
side the mark. If Secretary Sherman and 
Senator Morgan really made the observa- 
tions attributed to them they ought to be 
ashamed of themselves.” ;

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A PANORAMIC VIEW OF SAN SABASTIAN. 


Only a few days ago a newspaper—Courier 
de Lyon—in France published a long inter- 
view with an Italian Anarchist, who state? 
he was on his way to London to see the Span- 
ish Anarchists, thence to Madrid. In a few 
days, he said. the world would ring with 
news as great as the death of President 
Carnot. It is claimed by the Spanish police 
that the man in the interview is the same as 
the assassin, hence the tacking on of the 
name Michele Augine Golli against the name 
Rinaldi, given by the murderer when ar- 
rested. : 

Advices from Paris tonight say that 
France looks upon the affair as significant 
of the downfall of the Spanish monarchy, 
The Paris police have been on the track of 
Golli since the article in the Courier de 
Lyon. They missed him and he escaped to 
Spain, and Cuba, say the French, asin Lon- 
don, is lost to Spain whether by annexation 
to the United States or the withdrawal of 
Spanish troops. a 

A famous diplomat in Paris in an inter- 
view says Sagasta will immediately come 
back in power, and ere long a Spanish re- 
public will be declared. The same diplomat 
maintains that Michele Augine Golli, the 
assassin, has done more toward the liberty 
of Cuba than all the patriots who have so 
nobly given their lives for the cause. Maceo, 
with all his work, has not accomplished 
what is now anticipated through the bullets 
of the murderer. 

In spite of these assertions of the Spanish 
Ambassador the general feeling here is that 
the event has greater bearing on the future 
of Spain as a monarchy and the present 
possessor of colonies than all the insurrec- 
tions which have drained the Spanish 
Treasury put together. A well-known Lon- 
don stock broker predicts a further slump 
in all Spanish securities, low ebb as they are 
at now. 


IMPORTANT TO ‘THE CUBAN CAUSE. 


Dr. Danforth, Recently of the Insur- 
gent Army, Talks of the Effect 
of the Assassination. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—The 
death of Prime Minister Canovas will have 
an important bearing upon the affairs of 
Cuba, according to Dr. Harry G. Danforth, 
late Chief Surgeon of the insurgent army, 

When Dr. Danforth was told of the assas- 
sination of Canovas he said: That is the 
most important event in the interest of 
Cuba which has occurred in many months. 
Canovas was the man who stood behind 
Weyler, and it was through his influence 
that the Butcher received support from 
the Spanish government. Canovas was the 
most. relentless enemy of Cuba in Spain, 
and I have no doubt that his death will 
have the effect to shorten the struggle of 
the Cubans for liberty. 

“T believe the assassination will have an 
important bearing upon the Carlist move- 
ment and may be the cause of, putting the 
Carlists in power again. Although the lead- 
er of the Carlists voted to continue the war 
against the insurgents, I do not think that 
his heart was in it, and if the party gets 
into power I believe there will be a speedy 
termination of the war. One result 1 feel 
sure of, and that is that Butcher Weyler’ 
will now be recalled, | 

The death of Canovas is as great a blow 
to Spain as the assassination of Lincoln 
would have been to this country. had he 
been assassinated in 1864.” 

Dr. Danforth says from what he knows 
of the Cubans he does not believe that the 
assassination. can in any way be attributed 
to them, as they have no direct connection 
with the Carlists.

It 
carried two tugs on the forward deck, 
which are to be used in towing passengers 
and cargo 2,000 miles up the Yukon on a big 
barge which is to be constructed at St. 
Michael's. 

One of these boats was the old tug Gov- 
ernor Stoneman, which had practically out- 
lived its usefulness on the bay, and there was 
a tiny gasoline launch capable of making 
about six miles an hour under favorable cir- 
cumstances, but which would do well to 
make two against the Yukon current. If 
rough weather is encountered both these 
miniature steamships will go by the board 
and the passengers will be doomed io winter 
at St. Michael’s, but if the water is smooth 


all the way the South Coast should reach 


St. Michael's in safety. The passengers are 
nearly all Califarnians, most of them resid- 
ing in this city. 


Other Vessels Going. 

The Umatalla, the regular steamer to the 
Sound, carried about thirty prospectors, who 
will be transferréd to the Topeka at Seattle. 
The new passenger steamer Humboldt will 
leave on the 12th. The fare is $300, and only 
150 pounds of baggage is allowed each pas- 
senger. A stern-wheel steamer and a large 
barge will be taken to St. Michael’s in sec- 
tions for the journey thence to Dawson. 
Each passenger signs an agreement that in 
case the stern-wheeler becomes icebound in 
the Yukon he will pay $2 per day for meals 
until the breakup in spring. The company 
expects to carry 300 passengers on this trip. 

The freight steamer Checto will accom- 
pany the Humboldt to St. Michael's, loaded 
with supplies for the Humboldt’s passen- 
gers. 

The steamer North Fork will leave on 
Saturday for St. Michael's with sixty pas- 
sengers. It will tow the stern-wheeler Mare 
Island for the river trip and goes prepared 
for the emergency of a freezeup on the 
Yukon. The fare is $300, with guarantee 
of one year’s provisions for each passen- 
ger, to Dawson. There is talk of other 
steamers later on, but their sailing is doubt- 
ful, owing to the fast approach of winter in 
the North.

Some 
have made the rate as low as $20 and grant- 
ed the passengers the privilege of carrying 
half a ton of freight. - Fully 95 per cent 
of all Klondike prospectors this season have 
gone by the Juneau route, and it is antici- 
pated that in the spring the overland trail 
will be crowded for months. But in spite 
of this there is every indication that the 
fare to Juneau will be cut, as nearly a score 


tion on this line. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 9.—[{Special.]—Trans- 
portation companies assert that those who 
are waiting until spring to go north will be 
very much disappointed if they expect a re- 
duction in fares. That some companies will 
be organized to make trips at reduced rates 
there is no doubt, but the regular steamship 
lines say the fare will be the same. 

Even today steamers are carrying passen- 
gers north at small fares, but the big com- 
panies seem to hold the trade and are do- 
ing an enormous business. 

Secretary Hamilton of the North American 
Transportation and Trading company said 
to Tun TRIBUNE correspondent tonight:

ANOTHER FIND IN THE BLACK HILLS. 


Ore of Amasing Richness Is Being 
Mined in the Ragged Top 
Claims. 


Deadwood, S. D., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—Gold 
disceveries of unparalleled riches are not 
alone confined to the Klondike region of the 
frozen North, as was shown today by the 
uncovering on the A. J. Smith group of 
claims in Ragged Top of a body of ore as- 
saying $1,048 per ton in gold. 

There are six claims in the group, or sixty- 
five acres, and the ore body cuts them all. 
The property is owned by A. J. Smith, Dr. 
J. A. Paddock, and John Musselman of Dead- 
wood, and Tobias Castor of Lincoln, Neb. 
From eight cars shipped before the new 
strike a return above all expenses of $90 a 
ton had been received, and yesterday one 
man alone took out ore which netted $609. 

There is sufficient ore in sight to keep the 
present force of miners at work for many 
months. 

Weaverville, Cal, Aug. 9.—[Special.]— 
Squire Kimball, who has just arrived in 
Weaverville from Trinity Center, reports the 
richest find ever made in this county. John 
Graves, his brother, and Mr. Carter, owner 
of a gravel mine on Coffee Creek, near Trin- 
ity Center, took out of their claim in four 
days $71,000 in gold dust. One piece weighed 
over fifty pounds and was three feet long by 
three inches in thickness: The gold was 
found in the gravel about thirty feet from 
the surface, with no bedrock in sight. 

Altoona, Pa., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—Gold in 
paying quantities and assaying from $529 
to $625 per ton has been discovered on Tus- 
sey Mountains, a range of the Alleghenies, 
twenty-five miles south of Altoona, Pa. 

The first discovery was made by Jacob 
Snyder, a blacksmith of Henrietta, who 
owned 250 acres of the mountain. For nine 
years Snyder has been digging about on 
his mountain land, hoping against hope. 
Finally, about three years ago, in a forty- 
foot shaft that he dug with his own hands, 
he discovered.a vein of gold, copper, and 
silver bearing quartz. Crudely smelting 
some of the ore in his forge, he took out 16 
per cent copper, considerable gold, and some 
silver. Unable through poverty to work his 
find, Snyder sold 125 acres of his land toa 
syndicate, which, under a capital of $1,000,- 
000, has been secretly mining the land, and 
already has out 1,000 tons of ore, stored in a 
rough plank house under lock and Key. 

Samuel Sorster, a mining expert, has been 
brought from Denver. He says he never 
saw rieher quartz. The highest assay was 
made in the laboratory of Pennsylvania 
State College—$625 a ton. 


NEW BOATS FOR CHILKOOT PASS ROUTE 


Chicago Company Organizes to Con- 
atruct Vessels on Lake Lin- 
der man. 


Travel tothe Klondike region by the Chil- 
koot Pass route is to be made comparatively 
easy in the future if the plans of a Chicago 
syndicate are carried out. A big company 
is now in process of formation for the pur- 
pose of improving the trail from Dyea to 
Lake Linderman, which is to. be the ter- 
minal point for a line of light draft river 
steamers, which are to navigate the upper 
Yukon and its tributary waters, and furnish 
an almost unbroken line of transportation 
to Dawson City and other mining towns and 
trading posts in the Yukon Valley. 

It is proposed to build the boats during the 
coming winter on the banks of Lake Linder- 
man. It is said that the time required to 
make the entire trip to the new gold fields 
will be cut in two by this plan, and the cost 
reduced fully one-half. The plans for the 
steamers are now being drawn in Chicago, 
and within ten days the first shipment of 
men and material will be on the way to 
Juneau, 


Thinks Pian Feasible. 


A business-man who is interested in the 
company said yesterday: 

“We belleve we have the best scheme 
of many which are on foot to get a slice of 
the Klondike riches. It is a well known 
fact that nearly 90 per cent of the travel to 
Dawson City is over the Chilkoot Pass 
route, even in face of the fact that the trail 
is scarcely marked and the 900 miles down 
the river must be made in an open boat. 

“If the pass was improved and a steam- 
boat lines established in the river all the 
travel, both going and coming, would soon 
be diverted in our direction.

This bid of the Prince of Wales for Amer. 
ican money, contained in the above d- 
vertisement in a New York paper, attracted 
wide attention. It has long been known 
that the heir apparent to the British crown 
has been willing and anxious to dispose of 
his famous boat. This desire on his part 
became noised abroad early in the present 
season. The news did not leak out, how- 
ever, until several unsuccessful attempts 
had been made on the other side to sell her, 
and then all sorts of reasons were given. 

The Prince desired to sell, it was said, 
because he wanted to build a new boat in 
order to hold the high reputation as a 
yachtsman which Britannia by her brilliant 
performances in home waters and on the 
Mediterranean had won for him. 

Whatever his Royal Highness’ reason, 
however, for desiring to sell Britannia, un- 
doubtedly the pride of yachting England, 
the fact remains that he was unable to find 
a buyer in England. Now he turns to Amer- 
ica, and curiosity will increase as the days 
go by to see with what success, 

The agency through which the Prince 
offers Britannia for sale over here is well 
known in the American yachting world, 
though not so much so as several others 
that might have been mentioned. The pro- 
prietor is Vaughan D. Bacon.

He had taken a great interest in sociological 
questions and remained to study them. 
In the summer of 1889 Mr. Wyckoff was 
a guest at the country home of Pierpont 
Morgan in Connecticut. There were many 
othes guests, but he was the equal of all 
socially and of most in wealth. ö 
Controversy with Morgan. 
That summer, as is the case nearly every 
summer, labor troubles disturbed the coun- 
try. In an indirect way these were known 
to J. Plerpont Morgan and to his guests, 
These labor troubles were discussed at the 
dinner table one night. | 
There it was that this story began. Mr, 
Wyckoff upheld the cause of the laboring-+ 
men.

Theories of Murder and Suicide 
_ Seem to Be Barred. 


POLICE AT WORK ON CASE. 


Frank P. Finnegan's body was found at 
5:30 p. m. yesterday by Captain Schultz of 
the tug Minnie B. floating in the lake just 
inside the north breakwater. Captain 
Fountain of the life-saving station was noti- 
fied. His crew recovered the body and 
turned it over to the police, who took it to 
Rolston’s undertaking rooms at 22 Adams 
street. 

In his pockets were found $88, a $150 gold 
watch, a ring, and other valuables. The 
police considered this proof that Finnegan 
had not been murdered. Furthermore, there 
were no marks of violence on the body. 

Finnegan was the Wabash railroad con- 
ductor who lived at 6827 Stewart avenue, 
Englewood, and who disappeared myste- 
riously on Friday last. 

On Saturday morning at T o'clock an un- 
known man appeared at George White's 
scow in Illinois Central sup E and, taking a 
boat without leave, rowed out in the lake 
half a mile beyond the life-saving station. 

The lookout noticed the man in the boat 
alone, and a moment later saw the boat 
empty. N 

Members of the life-saving crew went out 
in a boat and picked up the drifting skiff, 
There was a pint bottle haif full of whisky 
in the boat, but nothing else. : 

The man’s hat was not to be found, and 
efforts to recover the body were unsuccess- 
ful. The police believe the man who took 
the boat was Finnegan, but none of Finne- 
gan’s friends know that he ever took a 
drink of liquor. 

Mystery Is Yet Deep. 

The finding of the body threw little light 
on the mystery that surrounded the disap- 
pearance and death of one of. the oldest, 
most faithful, and best known passenger 
railway conductors running out of Chicaga. 

There is one extremely slender chance to 
unravel the mystery. At noon last Sunday, 
forty-eight hours after Finnegan was last 
seen alive by persons who knew him, a well- 
dressed stranger called at Finnegan’s home 
and was met by the latter’s wife. He asked 
to see Mr. Finnegan, and was told he was 
not at home. Mrs. Finnegan could not tell 
him when Mr, Finnegan would be at home. 

The stranger abruptly asked his wife if 
she thought he was in St. Louis. She told 
him she could not tell, and asked him if he 
knew where Mr. Finnegan was. He’said he 
did not, and when asked his name said it was 
Gates, and that he was a guest at the 
Palmer House. 3 5 ES 

Mrs. Finnegan gave the detectives a good 
description of the man, but investigation 
proved the statements of the stranger false. 

For this man detectives have been search- 
ing high and low, but they have been unable 
to even find any other person who saw him. 

Of course the theory of suicide Is advanced, 
but there is no known motive for Finnegan 
to kill himself. 3 

Last Seen in Life. 

A barber in the basement shop at the Polk 
Street Depot was the last person of Finne- 
gan’s acquaintance who has been found thus 
far who saw him alive. That was at noon of

For two years Mr. Wyckoff relied entire- 
ly upon himself for support. His friends 
made bets as to the number of days that 
would elapse before he would come back 
and acknowledge himself beaten, ani ad- 
mit that rather than learn by experience 
he would remain ignorant.

Trouble broke loose at the City Hall yes- 
terday over the coal contracts and it is not 
settled yet. The particular matter which 
arose to disturb Controller Waller's equa- 
nimity was the attempt of John J. Hayes to 
avoid closing his contract for the delivery 
of coal at the bridewell, but there are other 
contractors in the same frame of mind as 
Hayes, and a partial reletting of the con- 
tracts may be the result. 

Of one thing the Controller ts sure, and 
that is all dealers failing to fulfill their con- 
tracts will forfeit the checks they sent in 
with their bids. 

The trouble arises from the scarcity of 
coal resulting from the strike. Wher the 
various dealers bid on the city contracts 
they put in prices regardless of the exciting 
disturbance in the trade. The contracts 
were for a year and the idea was money 
could be made out of them in the long run. 
Just now, however, coal is both scarce and 


‘high, and the dealers to whom contracts 


wereawarded are naturally none too anxious 
to begin their deliveries to the city until 
after the present trouble has subsided. 

ControHer Waller, however, did not look 
at the matter through the same spectacles 
as the contractors and yesterday served 
notice on Hayes, who has the contract for 
the bridewell, where coal is needed badly 
at present, he must either come in and sign 
up his contract or else it would be forfeited 
and with it the certified check he sent in to 
bind it. 

“The dealers have none too much coal 
and naturally want to evade their con- 
tracts,“ said the Controller to a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE, but they must keep those 
contracts or else their checks will be put 
into the city treasury.“ 

Mr. Hayes has-an appointment with the 
Controller this morning, when the contract 
will probably be completed. 


LITTLE TALK OF SYMPATHETIC STRIKE 


Chicago Labor People See No Gain by 
Walking Out to Aid the Coal 
Miners. 


Local labor leaders say there is little pros- 
pect of a sympathetic strike in Chicago as 
a result of the miners’ strike. The local 
unions are doing everything in their power 
to give the strikers moral and financial aid, 
but the men who have charge of the relief 
work say a sympathetic strike would be 
worse than useless, beside being unjust to 
employers who are in no Way responsible 
for the miners’ strike. 

A member of the Relief committee said: 

“The only class of men who might aid 
the miners by striking in sympathy are the 
railroad employés who bring the coal to 
market. The railroad trainmen are not 
talking strike, and there is no chance of a 
concerted movement in that direction. The 
Debs strike of 1893 demonstrated the fal- 
lacy of a general strike untii the working 
people are better organised. 

“If there were a general walkout of 
organized workers in Chicago tomorrow 
morning, within twenty-four hours two men 
would apply for every job vacated. 

Wae are not well enough off to talk of 
general sympathetic strikes. Some day we 
hope to see the working people so perfectly 
organized that strikes will be unnecessary.

It is feared if 
the strike is ordered at this time twenty 
school buildings now in course of construc- 
tion or repair will not be ready for the open- 
ing of the school term in the fall. 

In such an event the contractors would 
be held liable Ly the School board.

I had 
noticed it on her when I met her, and was 
satisfied that the girl was not mistaken. 

“ Her talk gave me a clew, which I followed 
up, and learned enough to satisfy me that 
Mrs. Luetgert, or a man who, I believe, was 
with her, purchased tickets for Europe at 
the agency of A. Falck & Co., Grand street 
and the Bowery.“ 


Mary Green a Myth. 
Investigation shows there is no Mary 
Green working at the Broadway Central Ho- 


‘tel, nor has there been one there for a num- 


ber of years. There was a Mary O'Neill 
working at the Broadway Central Hotel, but 
no Mary O'Neill ever worked at 
the Occidental. The Mary O'Neill 
who worked at the Broadway Central 
Hotel did her first hotel work there. This 
statement is borne out by the manager and 
by her friend, Agnes Harvey. who is still 
employed there. ‘So that disposes of Mrs. 
Luetgert's alleged residence at a New York 
hotel 

At the time the story was first printed 


,Luetgert was sure Grottey’s surmise that 


his wife had gone to Europe was correct, 
and accepted his statement that Mrs. Luet- 
gert or a male companion had bought tickets 
for Europe from Mr. Falck on May 7 as gos- 


pel truth. 


Disproved by the Books. 

Mr. Falck disproves this story by his 
books. They show that on May 7 Mr. and 
Mrs. Emil Brucker sailed on the Platia 
for Europe. They had a little boy with 
them. Mr. Falck knows Mr. and Mrs. 
Brucker. They had been in there a week 
earlier inquiring as to the rates and accom- 
modations, and, in fact, purchased the tick- 
ets on May 4, three days before Grottey al- 
leges he met Mrs. Luetgert on Broadway. 
Grottey’s theory was that Mrs. Brucker 
was Mrs. Luetgert, pointing out the simi- 
larity between that name and Bicknese, 
her maiden name. 

This is not Mr. Grottey’s first case of 
identification, as several Eastern papers 
know to their sorrew. Some little time ago 
Colenel Rouse, the manager of a whisky 
company, was called suddenly away from 
New York on business. He sent a telegram 
to his family apprising them of his de- 
parture. 


Family Became Alarmed. 

For some reason or other the telegram 
was not delivered, and his family became 
alarmed. Search was made for the Colonel, 
and when the excitement was at its height, 
lo and behold! Mr. Grottey turned up. 

He had seen the Colonel. Did he know 
thé Colonel? He knew him like a brother. 
Where did he see the Colonel? On a train 
going into Buffalo, with a lady. Was he 
sure it was the Colonel? Certainly; didn't 
he eat with him, and didn’t the Colonel buy 
him a drink, and didn’t he buy the Colonel a 
drink? There was no doubt about it; it was 
the Colonel. And the Colonel, according to 
Mr. Grottey, was going down to Mexico. 
He was cocksure of that, but he regretted 
to say he didn't know when he was coming 
back. 

Then there was more trouble, and people 
went to Buffalo to get some track of Mr. 
Grottey’s vision. They had about the same 
amount and quality of success as Captain 
Schuettler had in New York. 


Trouble Heaches a Climax. 


But the trouble really began when Colonel 
Rouse came home from his business trip. 
He hadn't been to Buffalo. He had not been 
traveling with a woman. He had not eaten 
with Grottey. He had not bought a drink for 
Grottey nor partaken of one purchased for 
him by Grottey. In fact, he had never met 
Grottey in his life, and did not know him. 
And the newspapers which printed Mr. Grot- 
tey’s hot story are now figuring on how 
they can settle the case out of court. 

Grottey claims to have lived in Chicago, 
and when on June 2 he called at New York 
police headquarters and first told his story 
he said he had lived here. Thorough search 
by officers here has failed to disclose any 
place of habitation of Mr. Grottey, although 
he said he had lived at the Hotel Savoy, 
somewhere near the Auditorium. * When Mr. 
Grottey was recently asked for his Chicago 
address he refused to give it, 

He is a man with a somewhat peculiar 
history, and has been both fortunate and un- 
fortunate in business. Many merchants in 
Troy know of his misfortunes, and some of 
them are willing to settle for 25 cents on the 
dollar. . 

In the event of Mr. Grottey coming to 
Chicago to swear he saw Mrs. Luetgert on 
Broadway it is not. unlikely there will be 
several citizens of Troy on the witness 
stand. Among them will be the Chief of 
Detectives of that town.

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ALDERMAN HAS NARROW ESCAPE 
FROM SHORT IMPRISONMENT. 


Judge Dunne, in Reserving Contempt 
Case Decision, Fixes a Bond Which 
the Statesman’s Counsel at First 
Refuses to Give—Arguments in the 
l'roccedings—Announcement of the 
Final Result te Be Made To-

Alderman William Mangler, of General 
Electric bribe story fame, trembled in his 
English tans yesterday afternoon when 
Judge Dunne told him that he would have 


to furnish a bond of $5,000 or go to jail until 


tomorrow, when his Honor will announce 
his decision in the contempt of court 
proceedings, which were taken up yesterday 
after a lapse of a few days. 

We will not give such bail,” cried At- 
torney Levy Mayer. 

“Then Mr. Mangler will have to go to 
jail,” put in Assistant State's Attorney 
Blair, upon whose shouders had fallen the 
responsibility of attempting to convince the 
court that it was the Alderman’s bounden 
duty to furnish the grand jury with the 
name of the man who is said to have offered 
him $2,000 for his vote in the General Elec- 
tric measure, before the City Council. 

But Judge Dunne’s order was meant to 
stand, and Attorney Mayer finally con- 
sented to become surety for the appearance 
in court tomorrow of his Aldermanic client. 
He was accepted and Mr. Mangler felt 
easier. 

When the court intimated that announce- 
ment of his decision would be deferred until 
Wednesday Mr. Blair demanded that the 
Alderman’s bond be fixed at $10,000, and 
that he be treated the same as any other 
person. He fancied he saw the Alderman 
making a second flight to Minnesota lakes, 
and wanted to guard against such possibil- 
ity. Argument on this question lasted for 
some time and was quite spirited. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Blair spoke for 
two hours at the afternoon session of court, 
and quoted law in support of his contention 
that it was the duty of Alderman Mangler 
to testify when he was promised immunity 
from prosecution in case his evidence tended 
to incriminate him. 

Attorney Mayer replied that the promise 
of the State's Attorney to not prosecute 
Alderman Mangler should the latter’s evi- 
dence incriminate him was not good, for 
Several reasons. By way of illustration, he 
said “Suppose the offer of a bribe came 
from a man in Waukesha, Wis.—could the 
State’s Attorney of Cook County promise 
Alderman Mangler immunity from prosecu - 
tion In Wisconsin?’ 

Much attention was paid to Alderman 
Mangler's constitutional rights, and it was 
declared that no State could enforce laws 
in conflict with the constitution. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Blair insisted that section 
No. 35 of the criminal code simply em- 
phasized the position of the State and pro- 
vided complete and absolute immunity from 
prosecution, both criminal and civil, to any 
person who feared that by testifying before 
the grand jury or a trial court he might 
incriminate himself. Mr. Blair said the 
State did not rely upon the city and village 
act, which had been read merely for the 
benefit of the court, but rellance was placed 
m section No. 36 of the criminal code, The 
case of Lamson vs. Boyden, a gambling case 
reviewed by the Supreme Court, was read. 
This was a case in which witnesses refused 
to testify, ause they contended by so 
doing they would incriminate themselves. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Blair declared 
that the decision in this case upheld. the 
position of the State in the case at bar. 


EMBRYO TARS IN THE GUARDHOUSE. 


Thirty-five Men at Camp Stedman Are 
Gathered In for Hilarity ina 
Beer Garden. 


Thirty-five embryo tars spent the second 
day of their camp life in the guardhouse 
at Camp Stedman, as the naval militia en- 
| campment at One Hundredth street and the 
lake shore has been named, after Captain 
Stedman, commanding officer of the first 
encampment, which was held in 1805. 

Most of the men who are in the guard- 
house now were gathered in on Sunday night 
as the result of hilarity in a neighboring 
beer garden. At sight of a superior a crowd 
leaped from a couple of tables without pay- 
ing the astonished waiters, and cleared the 
back fence at a bound. 

The alarm was given, and Ensign H. O. 
Blivens, with the provost guard of twenty- 
four men, started out and gathered in the 
offenders. 

One seaman, who is spending happy hours 
in the guardhouse serving his six days’ 
sentence, also has troubles of his own. He 
is a newly married man, and thought in 
consideration thereof he should be exempt 
from all discipline. The officers thought 
otherwise, and as the result of his obstinate 
®&fusal to obey orders he is confronted by 
the probability of spending thirty days in 
the County Jail under the new law, which 
makes men condemned by a court-martial 
amenable to civil punishment. 

A court-martial sits every evening at 9 
o'clock to pass on all minor offenders. The 
court-martial is composed of Lieutenant F. 
C. Wells, Lieutenant C. T. Atkinson, and 
Ensign W. F. Purdy.

Progress of the Expedition Up the Nile 
Valley.

DISTANCE COVERED.

Cairo, Aug. 9.—The column of troops com- 
manded by Colonel Hunter of the Anglo- 
Egyptian expedition up the Nile, which left 
Morani on July 29, attacked Abu Hamid at 
5:30 o'clock on the morning of Aug. 7 after 
eighteen hours’ march. Some severe house 
to house fighting followed, and the place was 
captured by the expedition by force. Two 
British officers were killed during the 
fighting. 

+ The names of the British officers killed in- 
clude Major Sydney and Lieutenant B. Fitz 
Clarence. . 

Major Sydney was attached to the Egyp- 
tian army, but belonged to the Duke of 
Cornwall's light infantry, in which regi- 
ment he held the rank of Captain, his title 
of Major being temporary, derived from his 
Egyptian command. 

Lieutenant Fitz Clarence was a special 
service officer, who belonged to the Dorset- 
shire regiment. 


Abu Hamed is the most important place on 
the Nile between Berber, the rendezvous of 
caravans from the east, north, and south, 
and Dongola, where the British established 
themselves last year. In their advance from 
Dongola the British-Egyptian forces have 
traveled up the Nile, passing the fourth 
cataract, which is a serious obstruction to 
navigation only in time of high water. 
Reaching Abu Hamed they have advanced 
over 200 miles from their starting point in 
Dongola, and have covered more than half 
the distance between Dongola and Berber. 

Abu Hamed derives its greatest impor- 
tance from the fact that it is at this point 
that the Nile abruptly ceases to flow to the 
northwest, but turns sharply to the south- 
west and describes a great curve, which is 
completed only about 250 miles further 
north. In order to avoid this enormous de- 
tour caravans traveling both north and 
south quit the Nile and follow the seven or 
eight days’ desert route among the rocks 
and sand between Abu Hamed and Korosko. 

Abu Hamed would be a large town if it 
were not that the great desert extends to 
the banks of the Nile. As it is the port 
where the caravans leave the river if going 
north, or load their freight upon the river 
boats if going south, is little more than a 
group of poor cabins inhabited by camel 
drivers and fishermen. Of late years, how- 
ever, the place has been occupied by a 
Mahdist garrison, its strategic importance 
being greater than that of any other town 
between Berber and Dongola. 

A curious fact about this point of trans- 
shipment in the desert is that no houses are 
required to protect the bales of goods that 
may be left there. Merchants simply de- 
posit their freight in the sand under the 
protection of the great monument dedicated 
to Saint Abu Hamed, and when they re- 
turn, after months or years, they find their 
property just as they left it under the 
shadow of the venerabletomb. At least this 
is the story which Cailliaud tells in his 
Voyage & Meroe.” 


MORE WORK FOR THE BRITISH ARMY. 


Another Severe Battle with Indian

A 
British force which was dispatched after 
the tribesmen overtook and attacked them, 
but was temporarily repulsed. The British 
made another attack and were ultimately 
victorious, but they lost twelve killed and 
forty-eight wounded. The fighting was des- 
perate.

SHORTAGE OF GRAIN IN HUNGARY. 


Price of Wheat for Autamn Delivery 
Is Nearly Doubled—No Mar- 
ain for Export. 


London, Aug. 10.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Vienna says that the unfavorable har- 
vest prospects in Austria-Hungary, which 
have been aggravated by floods, have caused 
a rapid rise in the prices of cereals, which 
are now standing higher than any figure 
they have reached for many years. 

This is especially the case with wheat, 
which was freely offered months ago for 
autumn delivery at six florins per cental. 
It is now purchased at 11. 

With a view of allaying anxiety the Hun- 
garian Minister of Agriculture has issued a 
report to the effect that the condition of crops 
is less unfavorable than has been supposed. 

The total yield is computed at 27,000,000 
metric centals. This, however, is far below 
the average, and will leave almost no margin 
fer export, whereas Hungary usually ex- 
ports 12,000,000 centals.

Petersburg Grenadier Guards and 
Personally Takes Command of the 
Regiment as It Marches Past in Re- 
view—Sailors of the German Royal 
Yacht Handsomely Entertained by 
the Russians in Port. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 9.—Yesterday evening 


the Emperor and Empress of Germany pro- 


ceeded to Krasno-Helo, the great military 
camp, where they were received by the 
Czar and Czarina. The two Emperors and 
Prince Henry of Prussia wore Russian 
uniforms. They rode to the camp on horse 
back, the Empress and their suites follow- 
ing in carriages. The camp was gay with 
decorations, and all the troops present were 
drawn up in parade order. Upon the ar- 
rival of their Majesties the band played 
Heil Der Kaiser.“ The German Emperor 
greeted the troops in Russian. 

After the two Emperors and their staffs 
had ridden around the camp, they proceeded 
to the imperial tent, where a deputation of 
Officers and men from the Viborg Regiment, 
of which Emperor William is Honorary 
Colonel, were maneuvered by the Emperor 
of Germany, who gave the commands in 
Russian. 

Later a grand military tattoo was opened 
with The Song of Agir, Emperor Will- 
jams famous composition, at the close of 
which there was a discharge of rockets and 
an imperial salute was fired by the artillery. 

Their Majesties then proceeded to the 
Alexander Palace, dined in private, and 
afterwards witnessed a performance at the 
theater. 

The people of St. Petersburg are lavishly 
entertaining the German sailors, and the 
municipality of St. Petersburg has made 
presents of silver cups to the German of- 
ficers and cigaret cases to the sailers. 

Grand Military Spectacle. 

The military review at Camp Krasnoe Solo 
Was a grand spectacle and came off in bril- 
liant weather. The troops under the com- 
mand of Grand Duke Vladimir were drawn 
up in a square, in the center of which was the 
imperial tent. The German Emperor wore 
the uniform of the St. Petersburg Grenadier 
Guards, and the Russian Emperor that ofa 
Uhlan of the guards. The Dowager Czarina, 
the Czarina, and the German Empress were 
seated in a four-horse carriage, and after 
driving along the front of the hollow square 
took a position directly in front of the tent, 
from which point they watched a gorgeous 
and picturesque march past. 

Emperor Nicholas led the guards in front 
of Emperor William, Grand Duke Vladimir 
and the other Grand Dukes riding behind the 
Czar, who subsequently led the Probra- 
jensky Regiment past the Kaiser. The latter 
cried in Russian: “I greet you, my brave 
fellows.’ 

Emperor Leads the Troops. 

The men saluted his Majesty in response. 
Then Emperor William led the Viborg Regi- 
ment past the Czar, followed by the Grand 
Dukes, each leading. his respective regi- 
ment. The whole review came to a glitter- 
ing finish with a march past of horse guards 
and Cossack artillery. 

Emperor William highly. complimented 
Grand Duke Vladimir on the fine appear- 
ance of the troops and the precision of the 
movements, and he subsequently decorated 
General Vannovsky with the Order of the 
Black Eagle, and General Obrutscheff, chief 
of staff, with the Grand Cross of the Red 
Eagle set in brilliants. After luncheon their 
Majesties drove to the Peterhof Palace, and 
after dining there witnessed a beautiful open 
air ballet on Olga Island. 


COMMENT ON SHERMAN INTERVIEW. 


London Editors Considerably Wrought 
Up Over the Utterances of the 
Secretary of State. 


London, Aug. 9.—Commenting on the in- 


4, terview of the New York World with See- 


retary Sherman, the St. James Gazette this 
afternoon says: 

“Secretary Sherman’s utterances afford 
no material for denial by his friends of the 
statement that he is suffering from senile 
decay. But, after all, Mr. Sherman repre- 
sents America and we are certain all inter- 
national courtesies will be observed.”’ 

Continuing, the St. James Gazette refers 
to the Kalnoky incident, when it says: 
Austria properly severed diplomatic re- 
lations with Great Britain and Mr. Gladstone 
apologized for his attack on the dual mon- 
archy,”’ and asks why there is one law in 
Europe and another in America. 

In conclusion, the St. James Gazette re- 
peats its recent warning that “this is a 
dangerous line of policy to follow and 
some day Great Britain may call upon 
Washington to back up its bluff.“ 

The Westminster Gazette, referring to the 
same matter, remarks this afternoon: 

“The interview is a fruity example of 
Sherman’s saloon style.“ 

The Globe on this subject says today: 

Secretary Sherman had better rid him- 
self of the idea that Uncle Sam is going to 
boss the show, either on the gold fields or 
in-the fisheries. We are not ready to fol- 
low every quarrel with blows, but when we 
strike we strike hard, and the idea of our 
being afraid of a third-rate naval power 


„England is a great country, but it is not 
always safe to assume that she is ready 
to follow up every quarrel with blows. She 
quarrels oftener than she fights. It would 
be exceedingly difficult for her to fight us 
all alone about our seal catching,- Russia 
and Japan are in a similar Position, and any 
quarrel between the United States and Eng- 
land on this score would in all probability 
involve these other two countries. 


UNITED STATES WELL REPRESENTED. 


Prominent American Delegates At- 
tending the Triennial Session of the 
International Medical Congress. 


Moscow, Russia, Aug. 9.—Trains at every 
hour are bringing in delegations to the Inter- 
national Medical congress, and when the 
sessions begin there will be a large at- 
tendance. Not the least country in point of 
representation will be the United States, 
whose delegates have already arrived and 
make a goodly showing. The congress will 
continue in session for a week. 

The program prepared for the 
congress is divided into fifteen * . 
Among the papers will be one by Dr. Jacob 
Frank of Chicago. It will be the twelfth 
congress he has attended and addressed. 
His paper will be entitled. A New Contriv- 
ance for Intestinal End-to-End Anastomo- 
sis.” It is said that Chicago has done more 
for the advancement of intestinal surgery 
than all the rest of the world put together.

“LUCKY” BALDWIN’S GREAT WEALTS. 


He Sets at Rest the Stories That He Has 
Lost His Property and Is 
Hard Up. 


New York, Aug. 9.—[Special.]—** Lucky 
Baldwin at Saratoga has told his life's story. 
In regard to his indebtedness he says: “I 
have not always been a borrower, but never 
in any time in the last twenty years have I 
carried less mortgages. I simply renewed a 
mortgage—didn't make a new loan—and, lo 
and behold, all this uncalled-for notoriety 
and misrepresentation. Why, when I bought 
the Balwin Hotel property I put a mortgage 
on it for $750,000. I value that property at 
$5,000,000; can sell it tomorrow for $4,000,000, 
It brings in $160,000 income yearly. That 
property and some others are mortgaged for 
$1,400,000, not $2,420,000, as I have seen in 
nearly all the papers; but a mistake of 
$1,000,000 is not much for a paper to make. 
Now, that’s all I owe. The Santa Anita 
ranch ,the finest one in California, if I do 
own it, cost over $10,000,000. It is not mort- 
gaged for a cent, and 1 own eight other 
large ranches and fruit farms.“ 

Growing reminiscent Baldwin said: “ The. 
biggest bluff I ever made was for $100,000, 
I gave an option on some Ophir stock to 
Ralston & Co., Senator J. P. Jones, and 
Senator Sharon till 11 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. I walked into Sharon's office and said: 

In give you $100,000 cash, shaking the 
money at him, if you'll let me off on 
that option.” Now, I really would have 
given him $250,000 to have had him buy the 
stock. Well, he refused my $100,000 and 
took the stock, just as I wanted him to do.“ 


PRESIDENT RECEIVES J. W. FOSTER. 


Discusses Seals with the Ambassador 
and Afterward Dines with Gov- 
ernor Woodbury. 


Bluff Point, N. Y., Aug. 9.—[Special.}]— 
Ex-Secretary John W. Foster arrived at 
Hotel Champlain at 5:20 from Washington, 
At 9 o’clock he called upon President Me- 
Kinley, and Secretary Alger was sent for. 
For nearly two hours the three were in con- 
ference over the seal fisheries question. At 
the close of the conference Mr. Foster said 
that there was nothing to give out for pub- 
lication, and refused to be interviewed. 

At 11:30 the Presidential party, including 
Whitelaw Reid and Warner Miller, went to 
Burlington, Vt., where they dined with ex- 
Governor Woodbury, afterward making a 
trip through the south part of the lake as 
Mr. Woodbury's guests. They returned to 
Bluff Point at 7 o'clock. The party will 
visit the famous Ausable chasm tomorrow.

Arthur Lovett, 12 years old, who lives at 
588 Forty-fourth street, yeste after- 
noon distinguished himself among his play- 
mates by aiding in the rescue of two of 
their number, who were in a boat, capsized 
a half mile from shore in Lake Michigan. 

When the sudden gust of wind that ac- 
companied the heavy, rain at 3:30 o’clock 
struck the lake it caught Thomas Ropke 
and Joseph Anderson, two boys of 16 years, 
a half mile off shore in the sailboat Clip- 
per at Fiftieth street. The boys were 
just preparing to bring the boat about for 
a tack, when the squall struck them, the 
sail jibed, and like a flash they were in the 
water with the boat over their heads. 

Of a dozen or more lads playing on the 
shore around the fishing camp of “ Fisher 
Louis,” as Louis Ropke, Tom's father, is 
called, little Paul Leopard was the first 
to see the boat go over. He gave the alarm 
to Mr. Ropke, and the latter, who is an old 
man, called on his son George, a strapping 
fellow of 20 years, to rescue the boys. 

A small dory used at the fishing camp 
Was the only boat available, and jumping 
into this George was about to start to the 
rescue, when Arthur Lovett offered to join 
him. The water was smooth near shore, 
the breeze being from land, but farther out 
the whitecaps were rolling and the rain was 
beginning to fall in torrents. The prospect 
was one that would have caused many an 
older person to falter. 

No time was to be lost, and the two were 
of in a minute’s time. It was a hard pull 
to where the boys were struggling to main- 
tain a hold on the slippery bottom of the 
upturned sailboat, but they were reached 
in time and helped aboard the dory. The 
small cat-rigged sailboat was hopelessly 
water-fouled, with the water rolling over 
her drenched sails. 

While the others held the boat in tow in 
the teeth of a driving rain the Lovett lad 
prepared for a dive, went under the water, 
and unstepped the single mast of the Clip- 
per, and made it possible to rescue the dis- 
abled boat, as well as its shipwrecked crew. 

He laughed when asked to tell the story 
after he had dried his clothes in the sun 
later in the afternoon and at last returned 
home. It was nothing, he said. The boys 
who were his companions say he has helped 
in saving a half dozen lives during the pres- 
ent season. 


NARROWLY ESCAPE DEATH IN LAKE. 


Frank Davis and Alden Rickey of Ev- 
anston Capsized, but Rescued 
by Life Savers. 


Two Evanston boys, after being capsized 
during the heavy squall on the lake yester- 
day and drifting far out from shore, clinging 
to the bottom of their frail craft, were 
finally rescued by the life-saving crew. 
They were Frank Davis, 16 years old, a rela- 
tive of Professor Marcey, and Alden Rickey, 
an older companion. 

When nearly a mile from shore in their 
rowboat they saw the storm coming, and 
before they were half way back it struck 
them, the first wave overturning their frail 
boat and throwing both into the water. 
Rickey is a strong swimmer, but Davis is 
not accustomed to the water, and the older 
boy nearly exhausted his strength in holding 
his companion above the surface and then 
dragging him upon the round keel of the little 
shuttieback boat. . 

The heaviest of the storm continued for 
about twenty minutes, and in that space of 
time the boat, with its half-exhausted occu- 
pants, drifted nearly two miles north, 

There were but three members of the life- 
saving crew at the station during the after- 
n Winslow, Tomlinson, and 
Thorn. They saw the overturned boat and 
the two boys clinging to the bottom and 
launched the heavy surf oat and started 
to the rescue, but it was nearly half an hour 
before the boys were taken from their per- 
llous position. 

Davis was nearly unconscious. He had been 
thoroughly frightened when the boat cap- 
sized and had become so weak he was unable 
to hold on to his support and would have 
fallen into the lake had not Rickey’s strength 
sustained him. Rickey, too, could have held 
on but a few minutes longer. When the 
pier was reached it was necessary to assist 
both boys to the life-saving station. They 
were wrapped in blankets and remained in 
the station for an hour and then were accom- 
panied to their homes. 


SCIENTISTS GATHER IN DETROIT. 


Two Hundred People Attend the An- 
nual Convention of the Amer- 
ican Association, 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 9.—The auditorium of

As the population of Germany increases 
there must be an increased supply of food- 
stuffs, and the bread and meat needed by 
the people must be sold as cheaply as pos- 
sible. Dearer bread and meat necessitate 
the payment of higher wages, which adds 
to the price of goods. If wages do not go up 
and the workers are pinched their industrial 
efficiency is impaired. 

Germany is unable to feed herself now. 
She must go abroad for provisions, and 
sooner or later she must go where she can 
get them most cheaply. It will be seen 
that in spite of her unwillingness to buy 
foodstuffs from the United States she has 
been compelled to do se to some extent, 

And of all times this is the worst for 
Germany to think of reprisals. The de- 
pendence of Europe on the United States 
for wheat this year is a fact which no in- 
telligent high official”’ can afford to lose 
sight of. Undoubtedly Germany will feel 
the effect of the new American sugar sched- 
ule and of the higher duties on some Ger- 
man products besides sugar. But to re- 
taliate is not so easy.

WHY MEXICO Is IN TROUBLE. 

The foreign debt of Mexico is 105 millions. 
The rate of interest paid on nearly all of it is 
6 per cent. That interest is paid in gold, 
although not so stipulated in the contract. 
The Mexican government, being honest, 
has paid in gold when it might have paid in 
depreciated silver. 

Every year the Mexican Treasury de- 
partment makes an estimate of the number 
of depreciated silver dollars that it will take, 
including cost of remittance, commissions, 
etc., to pay the 6 millions of interest due in 


Europeingold. Last year’s estimate was 14 
millions, Therefore, in making up the 
budget for the year that sum was appro-

The inability of the Mexican government 
to allow.for the recent unexpected drop in 
silver is plunging it inte financial em- 
barras8ments, And that is why it feels it 
will have to abandon the. fluctuating, de- 
preciating silver standard for the stable, 
certain gold : standard. 


WEYLER’S RULE IN CUBA MAY END. 

The effect on the Cuban war of the as- 
sassination of Canovas will undoubtedly be 
important. In the first place it is quite 
probable it will result in the removal of Gen- 
eral Weyler from the command of the Cn- 
ban forces. The atrocities permitted by 
this butcher have aroused the indignation 
of the civilized world and seem also to have 
provoked his own troops into active demon- 
strations of hostility. Their discontent, 
moreover, has been increased by the fact 
that their wages are long overdue and that 
they are called upon to fight disease more 
frequently than any other foe. This feel- 
ing has been reflected in several instances 
by the reports that Spain had tired at last 
of its brutal and unsuccessful Governor 
General and would recall him. 

But whenever these reports have been 
publishéd they have been denied with so 
much authority that it was apparent there 
was some strong bond between Weyler and 
the head of the Spanish government. This 
bond is declared to have been more than 
official, and to have included certain busi- 
ness considerations which rendered Weyler 
safe from successful attack at home as long 
as Canovas remained Premier. Now that 
Canovas is gone Weyler will probably soon 
be packed off home. It does not seem to 
be material whether the next Premier is a 
member of Canovas’ party or not, the re- 
sult is likely to be disastrous to the butcher, 
Weryler. 

The overthrow of the Weyler régime is 
sure, therefore, to be of great advantage 
to the cause of the Cubans. It will put 
new courage into the patriots, it will put 
an end—partly, at least—to the series of 
murders in the form of law which Weyler 
kept up, and will go far to bring the con- 
flict to a crisis and probably to an end. 
Weyler has proved an exaggerated type of 
Spanish ferocity since his advent on the 
island, and the spirit of his campaign is 
known to have been a faithful reflection of 
the sentiments of the Premier. Canovas 
has always been an inexorable foe to those 
whom, from his point of view, he regarded 
as merely rebels. 

It is possible that other changes even 
more favorable to the Cubans will result 
from this tragedy, but for the present the 
recall of Weyler and the substitution of 
some more humane Spanish leader are 
enough for the pleasurable anticipation of 
the civilized world. 

But, .on the other hand, the sudden death 
of Canovas may condemn the American 
Minister to inactivity for some time, 
The instructions given him by President 
McKinley, whateyer they may be, cannot 
well be carried out until matters have quiet- 
ed down in Spain and a new ministry has 
been organized. The Spaniards will make 
all the use they can of this recent untoward 
event to delay the discussion of the Cuban 
question with the American government. 


WILLIAM’S VISIT TO RUSSIA. 

The visit of the German Emperor and 
Empress to St. Petersburg has been accom- 
panied by a highly felicitous interchange of 
royal compliments, but after all there is 
nothing really significant in the episode. 
The Czar of Russia, while acting as host 
at the state banquet to his distinguished 
guests, naturally toasted them graciously 
and expressed warm satisfaction over the 
“fresh manifestation of the traditional 
bonds ” uniting the two empires. The Ger- 
man Emperor was equally happy in his 
response to this sentiment, although he de- 
parted a trifle more from the perfunctory 
routine of courtesy when he said in Rus- 
sian: 

I can, with full confidence, lay this promise 
anew in the hands of your Majesty, and I know I 
have the support of my whole people in doing so; 
that I stand by your Majesty’s side with my whole 
strength in this great work of preserving the 
peace of the nations, and I will give your Ms ſesty 
my strongest support against any one who may 
attempt to disturb or break this peace, I drink 
to the welfare of your Majesties. 


But when all this persiflage of a love feast 
is boiled down it means nothing more than 
the fact that these two nations are at 
peace at the present time. It contains not 
the slightest guarantee that they may not 
fly at each other's throats in a short time. 

In the same way the President of France 
is soon expected at the Russian court to 
return the visit made recently by the Czar. 
He will doubtless be honored with a state 
banquet and will hear the same formal, 
honeyed words and will respond in kind— 
although probably not in Russian. But in 
his case, also, the episode will be purely 
personal and ephemeral, and will bear testi- 
mony only to the present feelings of amity 
entertained by the two nations for each 
other. 

Thè peace of Europe is in no way affected 
by these royal visits and blandishments. 
It will not be sustained a minute longer be- 
cause of them when the provocation to war 
comes. There is the same emptiness at- 
tached to these utterances as pervades any 
other formal social function, and there is 
— of reassurance to civilization that

Croker has already indicated his un- 
willingness to make the sacrifice asked of. 
him, probably because he sees more clear- 
ly than his admirers the probability of 
defeat, and is indisposed to face the ex- 
posures ef his record which his candidacy 
would inevitably bring about, especially 
with the prospect of defeat staring him in 
the face. This evidence, however, of the 
estimation in which he is held by influential 
organs of the Democratic party is in- 
structive, and suggests what may be done 
by the friends of good government in New 
York, provided they have the sagacity and 
patriotism to unite against the selfish and 
unscrupulous schemes of Tammany lead- 
ers of the Boss Croker type. 


AMERICANS IN MEXICO, 
The Mexican Herald, 
City. of Mexico, comments upon the dis- 
appearance of the old provincial prejudice 
against Americans which once existed in 
that country, and adds that “ the feeling 
that they belonged to an alien and hostile 
race” has “abated notably” in recent 
years. Of the character of the men who 
have gone to the republic beyond the Rio 
Grande to engage in various industries and 
other branches of business the Herald re- 
marks: 


They are law abiding and industrious, and prob- 
ably no nationality resident here is more uniform- 
ly well disposed to the political ideals of the Mex- 
ican nation. The generous welcome accorded all 
energetic and busy Americans by General Diaz's 
administration has had much to do with bringing 
in Americans of a superior class, men who else 
would never think of going from their own land 
to another. Mexico is becoming in its manufac- 
tures, its finance, and its principal activities very 
cosmopolitan, Bpaniards, Germans, Englishmen, 
Scots, Frenchmen, and Americans being among 
the foremost in all large enterprises and often 
seen associated with Mexicans in business under- 
takings. 

Undoubtedly Mexico owes much of its 
extraordinary development in recent years 
to American capital and enterprise, espe- 
cially in the line of railroad construction 
and operation, as well as in mining and 
manufactures. In these lines it has secured 
the services of many able men from the 
United States, who, while they have finan- 
cially prospered, have conferred benefits 
upon the land of their adoption. In this 
way, in spite of the hatred which existed in 
the Mexican mind toward Americans for 
a generation after the Mexican war, a bond 
of union has been formed between the two 
countries which is likely to be strengthened 
in future years and confer benefits upon the 
citizens of both republics, Nowhere will 
the Mexican people find more cordial sym- 
pathy with every movement calculated to 
advance their welfare and prosperity, or 


progress they are making, than among the 
people of the United States. 


RUNNING TRAINS BY ELECTRICITY. 
The experiments of the New York, New 


Haven and Hartford railroad company in 
the use of electricity on its system have 
encouraged the expectation that it will not 
be many months before this motive power 
will be widely applied to standard railroad- 
ing. 
forming a judgment as to the availability of 
electricity for such extended use to note 
some of the details of those experiments 
which proved so successful. The first trial 
was made in 1896 on a piece of track three 
miles in length, near Boston. 

A third rail was placed in the middle of 
the track, and resting on wooden insulating 
blocks and in contact with this rail was an 
iron shoe suspended from the truck of the 
car, through which shoe the electrical cur- 
rent was transmitted to the motor. This 
experiment was successful, and it was soon 
duplicated on a larger scale on a piece of 
track extending from Hartford, Conn., to 
Berlin, a distance of thirteen miles. The 
powerhouse, of 3,000 horse-power capacity, 
was located at Berlin, and it was demon- 
strated that a plant of that size could keep 
100 two-car trains in constant operation, 
running at a rate of forty miles an hour. 
The capacity of that plant can be doubled, 
and it is the intention of the company to 
apply this electric power to a local service 
for twenty-five miles in either direction. 

The success of these experiments has 
brought out some interesting comparisons. 
The average locomotive costs about $8,000 
and weighs about 60 tons, nearly one-third 
the weight of the average train. An aver- 
age passenger car costs about $5,000. The 
average passenger train, therefore, can be 
duplicated in carrying capacity for an elec- 
tric road at a saving of fully $5,000 on each 
train, which on the 10,000 passenger trains 
in the country would amount to a total sav- 
ing in rolling stock of 50 millions, The 
saving in dead weight also would be im- 
mense, amounting according to one esti- 
mate fully to 600,000 tons. 

The power plant at Berlin is used now to 
operate a local service between New 
Britain and Hartford, a distance of nine 
miles, and this service throws valuable 
light on the difference in earning capacities 
between the two systems. There were 
eight trains a day under the locomotive 
system, the trip tickets cost 23 cents each, 
and the average daily sales were 400 tick- 
ets, making a total of $92 as a day’s carn- 
ings. The electrie service gives thirty-six 
trains a day, the trip tickets cost only 10 
cents each, and yet for the first eight days 
of the service the average daily sale of 
tickets was 4,627, making the daily earn- 
ings $462. There is food for thought in 
these statistics, and they give some idea of 
what the near future undoubtedly has in

MANY ANXIOUS TO MAKE ARMOR PLATE. 


Navy Department Receives Many Sug- 
gestions for the Location of the Pro- 
posed Government Plant. : 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—A special naval 
beard, appointed by Acting Secretary Roose- 
velt for the purpose of preparing for the in- 
formation of Congress estimates of the cost 
of establishing and operating a government 
plant for the manufacture of armor, met 
at the Navy department today.

PARROTT SEEMS TO LEAD

SENATOR GEAR 18 A FACTOR. 


Waterloo, Ia., Aug. 9.—[Special.}--If con- 
fidence counts for anything, then Lieutenant 
Governor Parrott’s boom is certainly the 
healthiest of any of the Gubernatorial can- 
didates. His friends think it will only take 
a ballot or so to shake out the “ favorite 
sons, after which they expect it will be a 
procession to the Parrott camp. 

Mr. Parrott is manager of his own cam- 
paign, but those who are close to him, while 
they are not, perhaps, as outspoken as the 
boomers, say they believe he ‘s certain to 
carry off the nomination. Some of them 
are making figures on the quict, and they 
claim that before the third ballot their can- 
didate will have at least 450 votes, and they 
expect the stampede to set in about that 
time. 

Here is how they get their resuits: The 
Third Congressional District has 156 votes, 
which will be solid for Parrott from the out- 
set. The Fourth District has 134 votes, 
which on the first ballot will be cast for 
ex-Congressman W. E. Fuller, but in the 
calculations they are added to the Parrott 
string after the second ballot. The Fitth 
District, it is expected, will give Parrott 50 
or 60 votes on the start, with a prospect of 
an increase. This gives a nucleus of 339 
votes, which is expected to grow rapidly 
from scattering votes in all parts of the 
State. 


Fly in Parrott’s Ointment, 


The announcement of ex-Congressman 
Fuller's candidacy was something of a dis- 
appointment to the Parrott people, who had 
hoped to have the Fourth District without 
a contest, but they claim later information 
from that district shows that he will not 
be long in the field. 

There is another element which will affect 
the vote of the Fourth District, and that 
is the candidacy of R. C. Barrett of Mitchell 
County for Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. If the district should make a 
prolonged fight for Fuller it would embar- 
rass Mr. Barrett’s friends, and the western 
part of the district is stronger. in its support 
of Barrett than of Fuller. 

In Polk County there are a number of 
Parrott men, although a strong effort is 
being made to unite the delegation for 
Byers. It is understood that the Cummins 
faction is for Byers and also that Congress- 
man Hull gave the word to his friends to 
support Byers when he decided not to make 
the contest. 


Senator Gear as a Factor. 


Another influence, and one which is al- 
ways patent in Iowa politics, is the support 
of Senator John H. Gear, and this, it is sald, 
will be actively exerted for Mr. Parrott. In 
fact, one of his managers stated today that 
he had just received a letter from Senator 
Gear in which he said he would attend the 
convention at Cedar Rapids and should put 
in his whole time in furthering the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Parrott. 

Great results are expected from this, es- 
pecially in lining up the First Congressional 
District. Judge Leggett, who is a candidate 
for Supreme Judge, lives in that district, 
and friends of the other candidates have 


tween him and Parrott. The friends of the 
latter deny this, however, and state posi- 
tively that no such combination has been 
entered into nor, in fact, has any combina- 
tion with any other candidate been consid- 
ered. 

It is true, however, that Senator Gear, 
who will be a candidate for reslection, will 
take a hand in straightening up matters in 
that district for Mr. Parrott, and his work 
may also be seen in other parts of the State. 

The fact that the friends of Mr. Cummins, 
who is also a candidate for United States 
Senator, are largely supposed to be support- 
ing Byers accounts in a measure for Senator 
Gear’s interest in behalf of an opposing can- 
didate. Ex-State Senator Harsh, At Cres- 
ton, whose name is in the list of candidates, 
is known to be a friend of Mr. Parrott, and 
is also not especially friendly to Speaker 
Byers. Giving him the 134 votes of the 
Eighth District and a few others might pos- 
sibly put his vote up to 150, and there is little 
more in sight for him. It is believed by Mr. 
Parrott’s friends that when Harsh drops 
out Parrott will get the benefit of this vote. 
In fact, it is claimed by some of them that 
Mr. Harsh has passed the word among ils 
supporters that when the time comes for 
them to leave him he would be specially sat- 
isfied if they went to Parrott. 


As the Other Side Sees It, 


This is about the outiook as seen by the 
Parrott people, but the other candidates do 
not admit that the figures the Lieutenant 
Governor's friends make are correct, or that 
he will get anywhere near the 450 votes he 
is looking for at the outset. 

it is claimed that there are many weak 
places in the Fourth District and that when 
the vote of that district leaves Fuller it will 
divide between the other candidates. Byers 
claims to have strength in Cerro Gordo and 
other counties up in that section. 

The Popocrats put an indorsement of their 
Temple amendment into the platform, but 
the disposition manifested by the Republic- 
an county conventions held thus far has 
been to omit all reference to the question 
from the Republican platform.

Man Found in the Water with Ballet 
Wound in Head Formerly a Mon- 
tana Miner-—Brother and Sister 
Come from Canada—They Can As- 
sign No Reason for Suicide and Fear 
Foul Play Figures in the Case- Visit 
to the Morgue. 


The body of the unknown man 
half submerged upon the beach 28 
ot Seventy-ninth street, South Chicago, on 
the morning of Aug. 1, has at last been fully 
33 as John McBride, a miner of Butte, 

A partial identification had bee 
Thursday, the proprietor of a Pate otrest 
lodging house recognizing the newspaper 
cut of the man as that of a stranger who had 
stopped for several days at her house and 
given the name of John McBride. 

A notice of the finding of the body and this 
identification printed in a Hamilton, Ont., 
paper, was seen by George Purrott, a friend 
of Andrew and Mary McBride, the brother 
and sister of the dead man. He notified 
them of the similarity of the names and the 
three came at once to Chicago. Yesterday 
afternoon they called at the County Morgue 
only to fully realize their fears as to the 
identity of the gray-haired victim. 

A bullet-hole through the brain, although 
no revdlver was found upon the beach or in 
the water in which he lay, leads the relatives 
and friends of the dead man to suspect foul 
play. ‘However, they admit some loose cart- 
ridges in his coat pocket indicate the pos- 
sibility of a revolver dropped after the shoot- 
ing and washed away by the action of the 
waves. 

Neither brother nor sister can imagine any 
reason for their brother’s taking his own life. 
The latter said: 

John's affairs were in very good shape 
and his health for one of Axty-six years ex- 
ceptionally good. I last heard from him at 
New Orleans July 21. At that time I re- 
mitted him $100. He gave up placer mining 
in Montana two years ago. When he left 
Butte he came directly to the old home at 
Hamilton. After a short visit he started out 
for a tour of the country and has been trav- 
eling about ever since. The money which I 
sent him is a portion of a considerable sum 
left with me for that purpose when he bid 
me good- by.“ 

Here the sister broke down and sobbed vio- 
lently. The brother, too, was visibly at- 
fected. 

The party will start with the remains for 
Hamilton this afternoon. Interment will 
take place Wednesday at Rymal, a little sta- 
tion seven miles from Hamilton. 

With the departure of the body there 
closes another chapter in the unwritten his- 
tory of Chicago's mysterious death roll, 


LOOKS LIKE A QUARREL IN KENTUCKY. 


Bradley and Hunter Factions Striving 
te Control the Sentiment of To- 
day’s Republican Convention, 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans of Kentucky will assemble 
here tomorrow in annual convention to 
adopt a platform, nominate a candidate for 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals, and attend 
to matters of moment to the party. About 
three-fourths of the 1,000 delegates are ex- 
pected to be present. 

The most important question to come be- 
fore the body will be one that will not be an- 
nounced by the chairman or referred to 
directly. It will be whether Governor Brad- 
ley or his enemy, Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, 
shall control the convention. It is not likely 
that either leader will be present in person. 

Hunter has said that he will not attend, 
but his interests will be looked after by 
Mayor George D. Todd, the Louisville Re- 
publican leader. Indications are that Todd 
will control the convention and that Brad- 
ley will be given a slap in the face by a reso- 
lution to be introducéd which, it is said, will 
be a masterpiece of its kind. It will not 
refer to Bradley at all, and. will probably 
commend the administration in a general 
way, but it will refer to some of the friends 
of Governor Bradley and certain matters in 
such a manner that it will be a direct anti- 
Bradley resolution without arraigning the 
party. 

It was said today that the Bradicy men 
would be present and would try to get a 
resolution through indorsing Bradley and 
his administration, but they seem to feel 
that they are in the minority. 

Senator W. J. Deboe will probably be tem- 
porary chairman of the convention, while 
Judge George M. Denny of Lexington will be 
the permanent chairman. C. M. Barnett, 
chairman of the State Central committee, 
will call the body to order at 2 p. m. J. G. 
Bailey of Magoffin County will be nominated 
for Clerk of the Court of Appeals and may 
not have any opposition. A platform em- 
bodying Republican principles will be adopt- 
ed and a few minor changes in party laws 
will be made. 

Republican leaders, who wish to avoid dis- 
sension, are tonight making efforts to ar- 
range things so that the Bradley and Hunter 
factions will not bring their differences be- 
fore the convention. 


HE PREFERS CHICAGO TO BRUSSELS. 


“Dice Box” McGuire Asks to Be Brought 
Back on the Charge of Robbing 
Ex-Judge Longenecker. 


George G. McGuire, alias Dice Box.,“ one 
of the most adept of pickpockets, is in a 
Belgian prison, and is anxious to come to 
Chicago and stand trial on the charge of 
having picked the pocket of ex-Judge Joel 
Longenecker in the Tacoma Building sev- 
eral months ago, securing $600. 

“Dice Box was captured on July 20 by 
two French detectives, who caught him ex- 
tracting a pocketbook from the pocket of an 
old man on the grounds of the Brussels cx- 
position. The prisoner was tried and con- 
victed to nine months’ imprisonment, with 
a fine of 100 frances added. His sentence ex- 
pires on Feb, 4. He is now serving the sen- 
tence in the prison of Saint-Gilles, Brussels, 
and thinks he would prefer a chance for lib- 
erty in a Chicago police court to a present 
certainty of continued'imprisonment in a 
foreign land. 

Mr. Henrotin, the United States Consul at 
Brussels, has been asked by the prisoner to 
make a demand for his release and to have 
him returned to Chicago in custody.

According to the foregoing, which are what 
Mr. Cameron calls Assessors’ figures,” the 
total assessment of Chicago for 1897 is $175,- 
808,554, or $10,242,376 less than it was the 
year before. 

To this must be added about $14,000,000 
for railway property, which is assessed by 
the State Board of Equalization itself, bring- 
ing the total for Chicago up to nearly 
$190,000,000. 

In 1896 che State Board of Baqualization 
added 20 per cent to the real estate assess- 
ment of Chicago, making it altogether $195,- 
684,875, and 25 per cent to the personal prop- 
erty figures, producing a total of $34,959,290. 
To this it added $13,713,112 for railway prop- 
erty, so that the grand total of the city’s 
assessment, when the State Board of Equali- 
zation got through, was 5244,37 280 
Estimate of Additions. 

What the board will decide to do this year 
no one can tell. but should it fepeat its 
performance of a year ago the Chicago as- 
sessment when it gets through with it could 
be summarized about as follows:

It is by no means certain, however, it 
will do this, as all that is added to Cook, out- 
side of the 1 per cent increase the State 
board is entitled to make, must come off tle 
other counties, and some of them were left 
last year without revenue enough to pay 
running expenses. 

Policy of the Board. 

It is doubtful if the board will care to go 
as high this year as it did last in adding to 
the Chicago figures, and, if it refuses, then 
the’ decrease in this year’s figures will be 
still greater than above noted. Of course, 
the board can, if it wishes, increase the 
addition to Chicago’s tax burden, but no 
one looks for that.

Pacing Stars Will Meet at Washington 
Park on Aug. 21 and This Time They 
Will Alternate in Taking the Pole— 
Winner of First Heat Must Go to 
the Outside in the Next—Will Race 
for $4,000, Winner to Take All— 
Other Events, 


Secretary James Howard of the Washing- 
ton Park club announces a repetition of the 
sport of July 24 for Aug. 21. Upon that date 
the public will again have a chance to see 
a contest between the Chicago owned pair 
of pacers, Joe Patchen and Star Pointer. 
‘Phe race will be three heats, and the Wash- 
ington Park club will pay the winner $4,000, 
the loser nothing. 

As it now stands, the horse securing the 
pole would naturally be picked as the win- 
ner of the race, as at Chicago and Cleveland 
Star Pointer gained by lot the coveted po- 
sition and never lost it, while at Columbus, 
forced to the outside place, he succumbed 
to his coal black rival.

To this the owner of Star 
Pointer demurred, but later when Mr. How- 
ard found Mr. Marks, and the owner of Joe 
Patchen thought the suggestion a good one 
and cried: “I will accept any conditions,“ 
and then in company with Mr. Howard 
caught Mr. Murphy just as the latter was 
getting on the train to go to Buffalo, where 
his horse performs this week, the trio 
talked the matter over again and Murphy 
agreed to the new condition. 

There is little question that the second 
meeting of the pacing kings will be patron- 
ized as largely by true lovers of sport as 
was the race of July 24. Mr. Howard will 
leave today for Fort Wayne to arrange for 
an added attraction for Aug. 21 in the shape 
of a class pacing race, the purse for which 
will be $1,000. He favors the pacers rather 
than the trotters, saying that their gait is 
established and easy to be distinguished, 
whereas trotters are square,“ * hoppers 
behind,“ and in various ways mixed of gait.

A hand- 
icap at one and an eighth miles, for all ages, 
with top weight 126 pounds, and one at 
three-quarters of a mile for 2-year-olds, top 
weight 118 pounds, would be sure to attract 
the public, aceustomed as people are of late 
to witness the contests of horses carrying 
much below weight for age. Twelve hun- 
dred and fifty dollars added money for each 
race would bring together a good class of 
horses and furnish an entertaining variety 
to the afternoon's program.

NEW ERA FOR ROADS 


Prosperity Dawns for the chi- 


cago East-Bound Lines. 
INCREASE IN SHIPMENTS. 


This Despite Rate Cutting- by 
the Lake Routes. 


THIS GIVES MAGNATES HOPE, 


Prosperity appears to have at last knocked 
at the doors of the Chicago east bound 
roads. For the first time in several months 
a decided increase in east bound freight 
shipments was recorded last week. 

This was accomplished in the face of the 
worst kind of rate cutting by the lake lines. 
The latter have been doing an enormous 
business for the last four weeks. Last week 
shipments by lake fell off materially, be- 
cause they made a slight advance in rates. 
This gave the railroads a better show and 
by bringing rates down to the level of those 
made by the lake lines some of them man- 
aged to secure considerable traffic. 

The rate cutting by both the lake and rail- 
road lines is greatly disturbing the minds 
of the Eastern railway magnates. The nu- 
‘merous efforts made during the last Tew 
weeks to bring About the maintenance of 
agreed rates have ignominiously fatled. A 
few weeks ago both the railroad and the 
lake lines were ordered to restore rates on 
July 31. For a few days rate cutting ceased, 
only to give way, again to the eyen worse 
manipulation of rates than existed before, 
and which still continues, 


Flour Rates to Be Restored. 


* The heavy Increase in shipments has 
given the Eastern railroad Presidents an 
idea that the time has now come when 
traffic would move without giving special 
inducements to shippers and renewed ef- 
forts are being made to stop the contract- 
ing freight agents from cutting the rates. 
An agreement, it is said, was effected yes- 
terday by which flour rates are to be re- 
stored to tariff on Sept. 1. 

A meeting of the Board of Control of the 
Joint Traffic association (trunk line Presi- 
dents) hag been called to be held in New 
York Aug. 19 to consider the rate situa- 
tion and devise means if possible to stop 
the demoralizing practices which have so 
seriously affected the revenues of their 
roads in the past. The Clover Leaf 
(Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City), the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, and the 
Norfolk and Western, which are not mem- 
bers of the Joint Traffic association, have 
been requested to be represented at the 
meeting. 

There is one thing the Eastern railroad 
Presidents will have to do if they expect 
rates to be maintained, and that is to se- 
cure a better equalization of the rates on 
the various articles of freight. The rates 
on some of the articles are unreasonably 
and unproportionately high. This is es- 
pecially the case on provisions.

BIG GRAIN SHIPMENTS AT BALTIMORE. 


Blevator Capacity Is Severely Taxed 
and Men Are Worked Day and Night 
—1,600,000 Bushels Shipped. 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—The 
heavy shipments of grain from the West 
to Baltimore have seriously taxed the ca- 
pacity of local elevators, which have been 
compelled to put on an extra force of men. 
The Baltimore and Ohio elevators were busy 
all day yesterday unloading grain from cars 
and reloading it into steamers, waiting to 
take it to Europe. The company is making 
preparations to operate the elevators day 
and night, and this will necessitate a further 
increase in the number of men employed. 
On Saturday and Sunday these elevators 
handled over 600,000 bushels of grain. The 
elevators of the Pennsylvania are also 
crowded with grain. Over 1,600,000 bushels 
of grain were shipped from this port last 
week.

JUDGE MYERS FENCES A RAILROAD. 


Another Clash in Kansas Between the 
Populist Judge and the Fed- 
eral Court. 
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Leavenworth, Kas., Aug. 9.—[ Special. ]— 
The Sheriff of Leavenworth County, acting 
on an order of ouster issued by Judge Myers, 
Populist, this afternoon fenced in part of the 
Leavenworth, Topeka and Southwestern 
railroad track and tried to prevent trains 
from passing over the road. The writ of 
ouster was issued to place James Stone in 
possession of eighteen acres of land, used as 
a roadbed by the Southwestern in passing 
through the farm of General Stone, south- 
west of this city. 

The Southwestern road was abandoned for 
two months in the spring of 1802, while there 
was some trouble between the Santa Fé and 
Union Pacific systems as to which should 
operate it. Stone brought suit and claimed 
that the land had reverted to him by the 
temporary abandonment of the road, and 
Judge Myers rendered a decision restoring 
the land to him. : 

Today the Sheriff notified the Southwest- 
ern officials that they could not run over the 
road and fenced it up. The postmaster was 
notified not to send out mail. Shortly before 
train time a force of thirty railroad men 
went out and tore down the fence, and the 
train went through in spite of the efforts of 
the county officials. Acting on instructions 
from the head officials of the road Agent 
Chaplain this evening swore out a warrant 
for Stone, charging him with a criminal 
offense in obstructing the mails. Stone 
threatens a damage suit, but will do nothing 
more pending orders from Judge Myers. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES CONTEMPLATED. 


New Men to Be Placed in Charge of 
Trafiic Departments of Oregon 
Railway Company. 


When the Oregon Rallway and Navigation 
company passes from the control of Presi- 
dent McNeill, which will be some time after 
the meeting of the Board of Directors next 
week, the newly elected Vice President and 
General Manager, it is understood, will make 
important changes among the general of- 
ficers.

Michigan Central’s Arrangement for 
Refanding Its Debt at Low- 
er Rate. 


Néw York, Aug. 9.—Following the example 
of other Vanderbilt companies, the Mich- 
igan Central has commenced arrangements 
for refunding its funded debt at a lower 
rate. It is-expected that the Michigan Cen- 
tral will soon announce an issue of $10,000,- 
000 3% per cent bonds to retire $8,000,000

in 1902. The management expects to save 
about 14% per cent on the stock by this opera- 
tion.

There has not been a serious breakdown, 
and during the severe weather of last winter, 
when on horse cars four horses were neces- 
sary, the compressed air motor ran on sched- 
ule time and never missed a trip. It was 
demonstrated that the system was service- 
able and much more economical than the 
overhead trolley. 

An engine operated by compressed air will 
be put on the Sixth Avenue Elevated road 
this week and a test made of its virtues for 
elevated traffic. The new engine's run will 
be between Rector and Sixty-eighth streets. 
One Chicago surface line is also making a 
test of the air motor, and negotiations are 
pending for the equipment of one of the 
Chicago suburban roads with the same 
service. 

The American Air Power company is car- 
italized at $1,250,000. Its President is Hd- 
ward A. Willard.

After try- 
ing for nearly fifty years to cure himself 
of the habit, and applying all remedies, 
from gargling his throat with salt water be- 
fore going to bed to eating a slice of the wed- 
ding cake of a woman who had married the 
seventh son of a seventh son, all without 
the slightest effect, Mr. Anderson hit upon 
the device which he Nas just had patented. 


Small Pad for the Mouth. 


The gag which he has constructed and 
which, it is said, will work wonders in that 
particular branch of music, is not as large 
as a croquet ball,.as some people might 
think it would have to be to be effective. 
It is a small pad which rests in the mouth 
and is kept from being swallowed by a 
strap. It is said this will not interfere with 
the slumbers of the snorer, while at the 
same time it will keep the snorer from in- 
terfering with the slumbers of others.

Mr. Anderson was to have given a press 
vlew ot the apparatus yesterday at the of- 
fice of his attorney, Charles C. Tilman, in 
the Opera House Block, but the exhibition 
Was postponed partly owing to the fact that 
he desires to obtain patent rights tbroad, 
and does not wish a full description of it to 
be published. It is said at present fully 
three-fourths of the princes and crowned 
heads of Europe are suffering from the 
snoring habit—either of their retinue or 
themselves, and the device will fill a long-felt 
Want at the palaces. 

The inventor also believes that, while al- 
lowing the neighbors to rest, the device will 
effect a permanent cure. The length of 
time required to bring this about will, he 
thinks, depend on the severity of the case. 
For the ordinary one, that with the front 
bedroom windows open, will not wake up 
more than a whole city ward, a cure ought to 
be effected, he thinks, inside of two weeks. 
More aggravated cases would probably re- 
quire more time. 

The device is to be manufactured in several 
sizes to suit.the taste and capacity of the 
wearer.
